11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
with regard to the protonated groups in Leir. as the Examiner has already noted, the tertiary amines need not be protonated 
(page 7. lines 57 and 58). Also, not all of the amine groups are protonated. resulting in residual tertiary amine groups even in 
polymers having some ionized groups (page 7. lines 16 and onY Applicants have not established that the tertiary amines in 
these polymers (i.e. the non-ionized amines) are different from those found in the claimed composition. The Examiner 
acknowledges that she inappropriately referenced Example 1 in the last office action. Note instead Example 3 which 
incorporates a tertiary amine into the backbone. Also see the teachings on the bottom of page 6, which disclosed various _ 
tertiary amines that can be incorporated into the backbone.
